WHAT LABORATORY EQUIPMENT COULD BE PROFITABLY USED AT 
MOSCOW POST. 

8. FOLLOWING ABOVE DETERMINATION REQUESTS EOR ADDITIONAL 
CLINICAL LABORATORY EQUIPMENT WILL BE EAVORABLY RECEIVED
